Ver»ation) it was as follows: 

Herald Correspondent — Mr. Russell, you 
will (ind that the soldiets of this encamp- 
ment are a fair specimen of those composing 
this brigade. How do they compare with 
those of the Sout'l in regard to personnel, ac- 
curacy of movement, arms, discipline, ami 
the general qua hlicatious of the Soldier ? 

Air. Russell — In the points yu have men- 
tioned, so far as I have been able to observe, 
these men are lar in advance of those at the 
South; in fact, there is no chance at compari- 
son. The Southern army is poorly uniformed, 
poorly disciplined, and I judge from whai 
little I have seen of Iheui uu patadOj know 
but little of tactics or field operations. 

Herald Correspondent — 1 learn horn people 
that have been .South, that a large portion ol 
their troops are boys, and very young men. 
How do these men compare with Uiein, as to 
jsize and apparent ability endure service ? 

Mr. War j — Let nie say that, in my opinion 
the Sjuthern men, as a ge era I thing, are la I- 
• er and larger in u — taller by perhaps half a 
head and larger every way. 

herald Correspondent — Is that any advan- 
tage to itiem in battle ? 

ivlr. Russel — It their courage and endu- 
rance depends upon tneii size alone, il is an 
advantage; but when you consider that i ■ a 
general Bring, a large object is more apt In 
gel hit than a small one, it is uatuial to think 
that the real advantage would be on the 
tho 'tur one. 

Herald Correspondent — In the general de- 
portment of the troops, is there any marked 
ditltJi euce ' 

Mr. Ward— A very great difference, sir. 
These inert appear lobe nil sober, s'ubSti(Uti< I 
fellows, loving discipline, while upon the 
pail ol those at the South, I observed a great 
prevalence of drunkenness ; the men there 
arr disorderly, and the uiticers, in a greai 
measure, either du not undcr.siaud their man- 
agement or are incompetent to enforce disci- 
pline. I am inclined to think, however, 
that the personal prnwress of the Southerners 
is superior to your Northern men. They will 
ente, the battle with mure bravery 80il reck- 
less daring; out discipline ami coolness will 
compensate lor any want of personal prow- 
reas.

The Church, Appropriation; 



This question, which hits attracted outlaid- 
erablo attention in both Culonies,is explained 
at last, so fiir as thu appropriation for the 
church at I'urt Douglas is eoiicerneih The 
Rev. Mr. Gammage in liis letter in tliis issue 
slates: 1. That ho drew the petition Fur a 
grunt from 'ho " pub io fmnl.s" toeroul a 
church there. 2. Thai very nearly nil the 
inhabitants of Port Douglas signed lite 
petition. 3. That His'Excelleticy granletl '.he 
prayor of lite petition (that is, -CIO I.). •!. 
That Bishop Hills " from first to la-t has 
had nothing whatever to do with the busi- 
ness." It is satisfactory to know how the 
rnaU?f'Originateil and how it stuuds. With 
the facts- of the question before the [ml lie 
everybody can mane up their opinion on the 
subject. We cannot, however, allow ilie 
matter to'pass without expressing what we 
believe lo be the universal opinion in both 
Colonies. No one questions the right of Mr. 
Gauima^e to draw op a petition lor a grunt 
from the " public funds" for religious uses ; 
nor thu right of the people of Douglas to 
sign it. But everybody di es qu sliou the 
principle which the petition seek* to estab- 
lish; J'ublio feeling is h s.le — no! Io relig- 
ion— but hostile to the principle of granting 
any money whatever from the public 
fund.-." for religious uses. 

Mr. Gammage says that the <: articles 
anil letters are more characterized by (he 
fciriktiASH of their expressiur, than by inn 
benevolence of the senliuients Ihey eimbody." 
Does he wish the public to believe there i< 
any want of " benevolence'' hi opposing a 
principle that is calculated io arouse a .sen- 
timent hostile to religion in the breasts uf 
all not wedded to ''church and state V The 
mission uf religion is to breathe " peace and 
good will to all men." The mission :( ap- 
propriations from the public funds for religi- 
ous uses is Io .breed "discord and ill-will" 
among- our colon. sts. Deny it who can 
Such being the case, " benevolence" would 
be misplaced were it to smile upon a priu- 
ciple that cannot but array : Jot aga.ust sect 
— d priliuip e tb'.>t would drag icligo.ii.no 
the anena of Politics m a c.inirnuniiy where 
there is no earthly show of ever uniting the 
ohtt'ch with the slate. If any waul ol 
Christian benevolence has been .shown, il is 
attributable) io ihose who enoouraged a gram 
irom the poidic htnils lo Ihe Douglas church, 
full well Knowing w hat could noi fail Io be 
the inevitable result. 

Mr. Gammage says that the inhabitants of 
Douglas " pay no insignificant Iraclioti ot 
the revenue." The public are left to con- 
clude ilmt Douglas pays a large proportion 
of the revenue. Such is an unfair inference. 
The population varies from 70 lo 161). What 
they pay is insignificant ; for a difference 
must be made between revenue collected 
there on goods consumed elsewhere, and 
revenue collected theie on goods consumed 
by the 11 people of Douglas.'' Because a huge 
revenue be collected in one place, that is no 
good reason why it should be appropriated 
to churches ihere. If it is, then Westmin- 
ster has the best claim ol all the British 
Columbia towns. The posi.i m of Mr. Gam- 
inage on thi < point, then, i» a more sophism- 
is an unlynable one. 

We nie glad lo learn that " the Bishop of 
fcVje diocese, from first lo last, has had nolli- 
ing lo do with ihe business^' We are 
pleased to find that the doctrine of volun- 
taryism enunciated in his iriuiuy iral has »ol 
been shelved. We admire consistency in 
public men, and in no class of public men 
more ho than in those whoso '• king loin is 
not of this world." An explanation is want- 
ed, however, as to whether the Douglas 
ohuicll is under the control of "the Bishop 
of ihe diocese'' or not. ii'il is, and if the 
funds appropriated for the church be accept- 
ed and expended upon i!, (here will be n 
waul ol consistency. Acceptance will do 
violence to voluntary ism ; ami the expendi- 
ture 1 of the 'money upon the church, if under 
the control of the Bishop, will lay him cj.-M, 
tu a charge of inconsistency. We confess 
that we see no middle course to pursue. 
Either Ihe appropriation has to bo rejected 
or the Douglas church not numbered, among 
Episcopal edifices. W'u shall wail for more 
light on litis point, as well as an explanation 
ax to llic origin ol ihe Lil'ooet church appro- 
priation.

Selling liiquor Legally to Indians. 

Indian M.'sstoN.Augua' 3, 1861, 
Editoh Biutisii Colonist:— The Bill recently 
introduced into the Colonial Legislature for the 
purpose of legalizing the sale of liquor to Indians, 
ia one which should hot pass into law without the 
calm consideration and patient thought of every 
inhabitant of this Colony. It is a meiisuro which, if 
•carried, will, 1 fear, prove most disastrous and 
ruinous to while pre-eminence, to the persona and 
property of Her Majesty's loyal subjects, and to 
the whole Indian nice. This is a bold statement, 
and one which not bo advanced without solid 
grounds. I pray the public, then, to consider the 
following arguments in support of it, and judge if 
•they be of no weight. 

1. The sale of liquor to Indians will be disastrous 
to u7i lie prc-em inencc. 

This proposition stands upon a threefold base — 
'political, rational, and religious. A sound Indian 
•policy must ever embrace these two main elements : 
A firm and constant assertion of the superiority of 
•our power, and a resolute, though mild, enforce- 
ment of our orders. Let go the former and the 
Indian will despise the order; enforce not tie 
-order and tho Indian will doubt the power. In 
cither case we become guilty of the political error 
which gives a fair opportunity to the savage to in- 
fringe our laws, and exposes the civilized to the 
consequences of that infringement. A graver mis- 
take in statesmanship can scarcely be conceived 
than to afford an occasion, however slight, to tho 
savage ft.r venturing npon opposition to our rule. 
Let him but know our power, and feel the firmness 
of tho hand that wields ir, and see our desire for 
his real good evinced by sound and rational efforts 
for his advancement, and the woi k of his civilisa- 
tion will proceed with comparative case. But Only 
let this Dill be passed into law, and what will he 
see ? He will perceive in a moment what has been 
unhappily staled by tho mover of the Bill— that 
tee lack the power to enforce our tau-s. How will 
the Indian mind rise and swell wilh an idea of its 
powers as this announcement of our Legislature 
dawns upuu it! How will the assembly of chiefs 
in Heathen council glory in their ability to carry 
their point in spite of the collective wisdom of our 
Christian representatives ! What a howl of grati- 
fied delight will creep stealthily from tribe to iribo, 
until swelling and surgi .g like an angry sea tri- 
umphing in its victory over the shattered wreck, 
it shall echo from rock to rock in their favored 
locality! Thus, politically this new measure is a 
most decided blonder. It is u virtual acknowl- 
edgement of our own weakness — a confession of 
our incapacity to compel their vbedience, and. in 
consequence, as suicidal a step as it is possible for 
us to take. 

And is it rationally any better Not a whit. It 
is just tantamount to this; My son is bent upon 
■cutting his throat; I lack the power to enforce my 
prohibitory orders ; to remedy the matter I give 
him leave to cut away, trusting to his wisdom to 
stay the razor when he. shall be beginning to faint. 
The Indian smuggles whisky because the Colo- 
nial Legislature "cannot nay a police force of 
sufficient strength to look after the disorderly 
whites. They drink this abominable stulf and 
die instanter. In many cases those who live light 
and break each other's heads. To remedy this, 
all the machinery ol state and all the majesty of 
law are put into motion to effect what I — tho en- 
torccment of law and the maintenance of our su- 
periority by that enforcement? Nothing of the 
sort. But only to ett'ect this : — "MySiwagh sub- 
jects, 1 am very sorr> you are such unruly hoys ; 
you arc too cunning and persevering lor me; 
hence I give in. boys, drink where you like 

and when you like, fear not the police. Only re- 
member, 1 depend upon yotll good sense and the 
benevolence 01 those who sell, that you will never 
take too much, if you do, you shall be caged till 
you get sober !" A rational method, sir, of con- 
vincing the Indian of our superior power and of 
endeavoring to raise him from his present degra- 
dation. If neither the Colonial Legislation nor 
the Imperial Government can raise a revenue to 
provide for Indian supervision wilh, ut resorting 
to this method, bolter far that it never be raised. 

It may he objected lliat the existing law tampers 
wilh the liberty of the subject But, sir, the right 
to libeity in the sense in which the wind is here 
used, rests upon the capacity for liberty. The 
Capacity being wanting no one dreams ol conced- 
ing the right. Such is the case with the insane, 
children etc. That in the case ol' Indians the 
capacity is wanting, cant ot lie doubted by any well 
balanced and unprejudiced mind. No sane man 
would argue, that because their reserves are not 
placed in their own hands to he disposed of ac- 
cording to their pleasure, therefore their rightful 
liberty is being tampered with If in the one case 
thev arc rightly considered and treated us children, 
much mote »o is it needed in the other In the 
cise of their lands, they could only be robbed in a 
greater or less degree, whereas, in the case of the 
liquor they would probably be robbed as well, and 
be poisoned besides. Any lUaii who asserts ihe 
right to liberty in this matter, must tiist prove the 
existence of trie capacity, which liu man livillfj 
here would attempt to Uo. 

And if thus both politically and rationally this 
would be a disastrous and suicidal step, much 
more plainly is it so upon religious grounds. 

The Great Kub r of the universe hath in his 
mysterious Providence grained to the Briti.h 
crown this fair portion of His earthly teiritory, I 
He hath not given it to us, however, merely that 
possessed of its fertile vullcvs we should grow 
rich and forget the giver. Connected with the I 
gilt was a solemn responsibility, that we should 
extend unto the native owners of the soil in return 

fot its bruad acres, all the blessings of our civili- 
z .tlon and Christianity. It is our mission here 
not only to cultivate the prairies but to civilize and | 
Christianize the people of this land. Hence we I 
•are bound by the very terms on which we enter 
here lo protect those untutored minus from rhu 
frauds and vices of our people, arid to extend UlitO 
them all the benefits and blessings of our superior 
position. There is nought, ill, in nil the range of j 
expediency which can justify us ill placing within 
the read) Ol these benighted heathens tint deadly j 
cup which proves so fatal to limuy of our enlight- 
ened |'e low countrymen. What a fearful mockery 
0|' our Oud, what a solemn lurcu in itielf, for a 
Christian nation to come before the ufilutteredl 

Savage, with an array ul Bibles, churches, and all 

the paraphernalia of an impoiUunt and national 
religion on tho one side, and a h »t ol' legalized 
liquor simps surrounded by the phantoms of shat- 
tered Constitutions, tUilied families, starving chil- 
dren, and hurried and hideous deaths upon the 
other! it needs, sir, but lo stale the question 
. plainly. No argument is neoeisury to substantiate 
It. Tnc soul shrinks back ironi the hare contemp- 
lation of such a picture with horror and dismay, 
and prays that a truer and purer wisdom may bo 

gruUtyi tu our rulers, ere they enact su fearful a 
measure. 

2. And shall it not be disastrous to the per-ons 
and property of Her Majesty's subjects? When 
CaDUel laden wilh whisky can lawfully travel 
.wheresoever their Indian owner may wish to steer, 
whom will life and property any more be safe ? 
Behold it strong parly of Indians Bushed with their 
jiewly acquired victory over the laws, the policy, 
the oowcrof the whiles, wrl. provided with an am- 
ple supply of whisky, if you please of the very best 
quality ; behold them, I say, descending upon 
Home of our small outlaying settlements and ex- 
hibiting the value of their newly acquired laurels 
\<) the confusion of honest men ! With bruins 
maddened by constant and deep potations, anil 
hearts swelling with pride and self-conceit, they 
will be II ely to give our gunboats more to do 
than nmy afterwards be considered advisable, 
And even here we "hull feel it too. The native 
jiollco ivbtt have hitherto done ho much gooil will 

Immediately become extinct, If not In name at least 
in fact. Tno whole town and neighboi hood will 
be converted into i\ (jigantio drinking saloon, with 
here and there u cage where the wildest and most 
disorderly are locked up for safe keeping. Town 
and country wJU alike bo infested by tipsy juvutfus,
